That torch, 
symbolic of a nation’s resolve is be- 
ing flown across the Dominion into 
the hends of Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill himself. 

It is the first time in the nation’s 
history that its people have united 
in such a_ cere- 
mony. As the sym- 
bolic torch started 
on its journey at 
Victoria,, B.C., ‘on 
Saturday last 
(Empire Day), it 
heralded the begin- 
ning of this Na- 
tion's 1941 Victory 
Loan drive, which 


The theme of the whole plan is: 
“Canada carries the torch to Winston 
Churchill." On the actual torch ‘it- 
self is inscribed the words “Part of 
the Tools—Canada’s Victory Loan, 
1941.” . 

From Victoria, the ‘torch in its 
impressive journey across almost half 
the world is being transported by air- 
force bumber plane, accompanied by 
a guard of honor from the three arm- 
ed forces. It is being exhibited at 


a large number of the principal cit- 
jes of the Dominion, and the large 
emblazoned scroll which goes with it 
is being signed by high officials and 
dignitaries wherever it is “grounded.” 

In the principal towns over which 
it is béing flown, smaller replicas of 
the Scroll are being dedicated and 
signed by the Mayors, etc., and these, 
too, will be forwarded to Ottawa and 
included in the presentation to Mr. 


, His Excellency the Governor-General. 
When reproduced in striking colors 
of gold and scarlet, the design will 
appear on bill-boards in every city 
and town in the Dominion, a remin- 
der to thé nation to support the loan 
so thatthe tools may be supplied to 
smasa the German hordes.

Navy lines of Canada 


Doing Valuable Work 


Railying to the support of the Na- 
vy League of Canada in its work of 
assisting widows and orphans of men 
of the merchant marine, and main- 
taining sailors’ homes and institu- 
tions in Canadian ports; looking after 
the welfare of our seamen when a- 
shore; training boys and young men 
for this service; the citizens of Wain- 
wright subscribed $22.90 to this’ 
cause in the campaign conducted last 
week by Rev. Fred Cooke, the or- 
geniser of the North Alberta Divis- 
ion. 


WINNIPEG—The Canadian Wheat 
Board this week announced that pay- 
ments on account of farm storage 
of 1940. wheat will “defiinitely be 
discontinued after July 31, 1941,” and 
the initial price at Fort’ William or 
Vancouver will revert to 70 cents a 
bushel, basis No. 1 Northern,. on 
August 1. 

At the present time farmers re- 
ceived approximately 77 cents a bu- 
shel, basis No. 1 Northern, at the 
Lakehead or Vancouver, which is the 
70-cent guaranteed price plus accu- 
mulated storage rates granted pro- 
ducers during the current crop year 
for 1940 wheat stored on farms. Re- 
cord quantities of wheat were held on 
farms:this year when loss of export 
markets and a bumper crop jammed 
storage elevators and _ terminals 
throughout the Dominion. 

Delivery quotas were imposed on 
wheat in order to stagger country 
marketings throughout the year. 
The quotas started at five bushels 
a seeded acre and rose gradually as 
storage facilities increased. They 
were removed altogether early this 
| spring.

except to seed growers. Barley is 
more difficult than wheat, and we 
hesitate to burden university or gov- 
ernment cerealists unduly. 

We shall, therefore, have about 
2,000 samples of wheat seed 
for purity tests. In nearly all cases, 
the plots will be identical with the 
crops the individual farmers con- 
cerned are growing, since they volun- 
tarily sent their own seed ih to us. 
The plots will be located at the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba. 

I take this opportunity of inviting 
farmers and others who may be in 
Winnipeg this summer to visit our 
office, laboratory and plots.

ment, vitamin B-1. | 


Certain animal products, such as 
liver, heart, kidneys, and particularly 
pork in its various forms, have a 
high content of vitamin B-1, and it 
is through the medium of these foods 
that people normally obtain this vi- 
tamin which their health requires, 

The war, however, has greatly re-| 
duced the quantity of these meat’ 
products available to European peo- 
ple, but it has been found that vita- 
min B-1 can be added artificially to 
flour and bread. This now by ie | 
must be done with all flour and bread 
consumed.in Great Britain. 

A Canadian Dominion committee | 
under the supervision of Dr. L. H. 
Newman, Dominion Cerealist, has 
found a method of making a palat- 
able white loaf, that contains quite | 
a large amount of vitamin B-1, out | 
of the new rust-resistant wheat va- 
rieties, which apparently have a high- 
er content of vitamin B-1 than or- 
dinary wheats. Anather method pro- 
posed is to yse the whole wheat ker~ 
nel after having removed merély the 
epidermis or outer skin. It is claim- 
ed that this skinned kernel makes a 
palatable loaf high in vitamin B-1. 

Out of these different methods and | 
experiments it s hoped tha bread will 
soon become more nutritious and so, 
it is further hoped, will be consumed 
in greater quantities.

Police Notes 
Juveniles Under 1g Not Allowed To 
Have Tobacco On Person 


The attention of all concerned is 
caled to ‘The Tobacco Restraint Act,’ 
and section 2 reads as follows: Every- 
one is guilty of an offence and liable 
on summary conviction in tfe case of 
a.first offence to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding ten dollars, and in the second 
offence to a penalty not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars, and in the case of 
a third or subsequent offence to a 
penaity not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, who directly . or indirectly, 
sells o rgives or furnishes to a per- 
son under the age of sixteen years 
any cigarettes or cigarette papers, 
whether for his own use or not, or 
sells. or gives or furnishes to such 
person tobacco in any form other 
than cigarettes which tobacco he 
‘knows or has reason to believe is for 
‘the use of that person, 

Section 4 of this act provides pen- 
alties fur any person under the age 
of sixteen years, purchasing,. giving 
or having in their possession, cigar- 
ettes, cigarette papers or tobacco in 
‘any form. 

Owing to the complaints received 
about juveniles using tobacco, a 
close check will be kept on all sales 
of cigarettes and tobacco and vendors 
of cigarettes and tbacco are reques- 
ted to keep a close check on all ju- 
veniles purchasing the above and’ if 
there is any doubt as to their age 
refuse to sell to them. ' 

Parents or guardians sending chil- 
dren under sixteen years of age to 
stores to purchase cigarettes, cigar- 
ette papers or tobacco in any form , 
are liable to prosecution.
